ie was a period in Hebrew history when, on 
it of the general idolatry and immorality, it 
was threatened that the meanest of the nation 
should be set in the high places of power.

As the thief doth deem each 
bush an 'officer, so does an oppressive ruler or 
government ever hear fee step of Nemesis close 
behind. And every despot surrounds himself with 
body-guards and life defenses on every hand. “ Is 
this a dagger that I see before me,” is his excla¬ 
mation at every new vision ! So was it in Jamaica, 
so will it be with us, until we believe in the great 
trinity of Liberty, Equality and Fraternity. Our 
rebel States will be the same number of Jamaicas, 
until the demon of slavery is wholly cast out. 
Men will be cruel while they are cowards, and 
cowards as long as they are unjust. Abraham 
Lincoln walked serenely into Richmond leading 
a child by the hand, dreading no evil because he 
was deserving no evil. He was there not to de¬ 
stroy men’s fives, but to save them. He was there 
to bid destruction cease.

There 
are stages of development suited to produce them J 
They must be justified only on the ground of neces-1 
sity. If a ruler so shape his government as that 
there is no possible road to freedom and justice j 
but through his blood, his blood will surely flow. I 
Freedom is God’s law ; peacefully, if possible, but 
freedom at any rate. The subterranean fires of the 
human soul are kindled by breath divine, and 
Mount Etna may as well regulate her eruptions by I 
the ten commandments, as that soul, when its hour! 
comes. 

The old despotisms were all based on a volcano, 
with as many perils, as many prophecies of over-1 
throw, as there were moral and intelligent beings 
crushed beneath their irresponsible power. So are 
the new. Every human throat was and is a crater to 
emit destructive fires. The tyrant might build his 
throne to the clouds, and think to be beyond reach j 
of the power or the prayers of his victim subjects. I 
But every such experiment has failed, and throne I 
and occupant have ere long been beheld, as in the I 
gospel vision, falling like lightning from heaven. I 
Anri at every such triumph over tyranny, of the] 
people over power and injustice, the morning stars I 
have sung together, and the sons of God have I 
Bhouted for joy. 

But to the honor of God and the 
the nations, the period of, or at least the necessity 
for bloody revolutions is hastening away. Constitu¬ 
tional and representative governments are the re¬ 
medy for these grosser abuses of the rights and pow¬ 
ers of the chief or sovereign. The French Revolu-1 
tion, which Carlyle calls, and not inaptly, “ the sui¬ 
cide of the eighteenth century,” came because it j 
must It was impelled by laws beyond all human 
control The throne of Louis the Sixteenth and the 
foundations of the city of Lisbon forty years before 
were shaken down by the same divine decree, the 
one by a moral the other by a material earthquake. 
Let men hereafter learn whereon to build their cities 
and their thrones. Such was the voice of God in 
those wondrous phenomena. It has been said that 
the earthquake which shook down Lisbon, sent 
waves across the Atlantic, that dashed all along the 
coast of the Western hemisphere. So also should 
its lessons have come. Certainly the fall of the 
throne of France shook the underpinning of every 
despotism on the globe to its foundation stones. 
All such scripture hieroglyphed in ruined cities 
and thrones, is given by inspiration of God and is 
indeed profitable for instruction in the divine wis¬ 
dom, would the nations but learn its lessons. This 
scripture needs no learned commentator, no wise 
interpretation. It cannot be misinterpreted, mis¬ 
translated, or misunderstood.

When men believe in God, and put away their 
atheism, in government as well as religion, and 
learn that righteousness exalts and establishes a 
nation, while sin is a reproach, and the ruin, too, 
of any people, there will come an end of all bloody 
revolutions.

THE NERVOUS MAN AND THE MAN OF 
NERVE 

The last has been an eventful week in the history 
of the nation. First came the veto of the Freed¬ 
man’s hill, then Mr. Beecher’s endorsement of the Pres¬ 
ident’s policy in Brooklyn Academy of Music, before a 
splendid audience, the galleries crowded to the very 
dome. In opening, Mr. Beecher stated the immutable 
principles of civil, political and social life, with logic 
and pathos, claiming the right of suffrage for all white 
men, black men, and women. 

Who can measure the responsibility of those to whom 
the gods have given the power of eloquence? Ashe 
stood before us, growing larger and larger with eaoh 
thought (for in inspired moments the temple of 
the spirit seems to swell as if to give the flowing tide of 
feeling, latitude), it was interesting to see him, and the 
great popular heart responded to every truth he ut¬ 
tered. For full half his speech the electric currents 
flowed freely between him and his audience ; for no 
man can surpass Mr. Beecher in his way of stating the 
republican idea to please all classes of mind at the 
same time. But the moment he came down from the 
Gibraltar rock of justice, to skate round on the slip¬ 
pery crust of policy, the atmosphere of the house was 
changed, the enthusiasm ebbed at once, and those who 
felt most deeply the pressure of the hour, sat cold, 
silent and motionless to the sad end. The speaker 
Limgplf seemed to shrink with his narrowed thought, 
and no doubt went to his home and his God as unsatis¬ 
fied as he left the best of his audience. It was pitiful 
to hear such lips counsel a victorious North to admit 
slaveholders again, with all their pride and hate, into 
the councils of the nation, before they blot from their 
statute books, their infamous code of black laws, 
which make the amendment of the Constitution a nul¬ 
lity through all the Southern States. Since then we 
have had another speech from the President, showing 
that he is more nervous about his own life, than the in- 
of the nation. Then we have had his Secretary 
of State in Cooper Institute, to clear away the fog and 
mist of the situation. He tells us all is safe ; there is 
nothing to fear, and gives us the difference between 
of nerve and nervous men, though he made a 
slight mistake in placing the nervous men in Congress, 
instead of in the editorial chair* Plymouth church or 
the White House, as is shown by that remarkable 
Washington’s birth-day. But the Secretary 
said one good thing—referring, I suppose, to the virtue 
and power of the American people—that it made no 
difference to the ship of state what those who walked 
the deck thought or said, or did, or whether they were 
all washed overboard. He thought the voyage might 
be made and the harbor of safety reached, even if he 
himself should he one of the unfortunates. Imagine 
the Secretary and his Mephistopheles overboard ; what 
irrepressible conflict there would be with wind and 
waves before they would sink to rise no more! True, 
might clear the deck of many with safety; but to 
,e out this storm, we would do well to strap fast such 
in as Fessenden, Sumner and Stevens with our 
fidenee and support; for, whatever the Secretary may 
say, there is a real difference in principle between Con¬ 
gress and the Radicals on one side, and the President, 
Mr. Seward, Mr. Beecher, the New York press and the 
Union meeting in Cooper Institute, on the other. Con¬ 
gress says, let ns reconstruct on the true republican 
idea, without a privileged order—let all men Btand 
equal before the law. To this end we have amended 
the Constitution, declaring there shall be no slavery 
all the land. But to make freedom a fact, every citizen 
must have the power of self-protection. The one tofag 
they demand of each Southern State is that it return 
to the Union with a republican form of government. 
By giving suffrage to the black man. the problem of 
Southern life is solved. No need then of Freedmen’s 
Bureaus or colonization. Everybody of sagacity knows 
that there would not be the same antagonism between 
a white and black legislator in tbe halls of Congress, as 
between a white master and a black disfranchised

Give the black man the right to protect himself with 
bullet and ballot, and he will not ask old clothes, rations 


the other ? No, no; the life of a nation does not de¬ 
pend on a mere political union of States that can nevei 
harmonize but on the unity of the people, based on 
the great moral idea of equal rights to every citizen, 
without regard to class, color or sex. 


Bureau. —Commenting on the 
Freedmen’s vetoed Protection BUI, the Portsmouth 
(N.H.) Journal well says: “This measure seemed to be 
demanded under the present exigencies, and the condi¬ 
tion ol the rebellions States. The former act has been 
continued, and more extensive authority vested 
chief commander and his assistants, who by this bill 
to be located in the several districts of the rebel¬ 
lious States, for the protection of all loyal persons, and 
to punish all who shall violate the provisions of the law. 
There is yet no peace, nor security for permanent peace. 
Most of the insurgent States are now in an anarchical 
condition, and such acts of violence, even murder, 
so frequently committed, as would justify a declaration 
against a foreign nation guilty of similar offences- 
To say, then, that the South are at peace with the North, 
would be a denial of the facts. They have only laid 
down their aims, still having the disposition to rise 
again, and would, were it not for fear of our Northern 
armies. Should our military forces be now withdrawn, 
it would be difficult to predict all the disastrous conse¬ 
quences that would ensue. The colored people .iyh< 
could not escape, would be exterminated, or else re 
duced to a state of oppressive servitude. The loyal 
whites would be in danger of their lives. Northern or 
foreign immigrants going to settle there, would be com¬ 
pelled to return. The Freedmen’s Bureau, therefore, 
beoame a military necessity for the protection of the loyal 
people, and also to prevent another rebellion.” 

Solid Argument.— TheNew York Observer says: “ ‘ Jjf| 
our church members would not sustain theatres and operas, 
they would not be sustained at all l We put that remark h 
italics, that it may be distinctly read and challenged.

PERSONAL. 

The Hon. William Parmenter, formerly a Democratic 
member of Congress from Massachusetts, died yester¬ 
day at his residence at East Cambridge. 

A dispatch to the Tribune says: “ Judge Conway, 
late of Kansas, has been invited by the H&use of Dele¬ 
gates to address them, by an opon vote of 36 to 32, ii 
support of the President’s policy." 

Mr . Johnson Rideout, who died at Bath, Me., a few 
weeks ago, was the largest ship builder that ever lived 
in Maine. He launched his first vessel in 1823, and 
from that time till his death, he built 49 ships, 5 barks, 
11 brigs, 5 steamers, and 1 schooner ; making in all 
50,765 tons of shipping. Mr. Rideout was among the 
earliest supporters of the anti-slavery enterprise in that 
State. 

The Richmond Examiner was suppressed by order of 
Gen. Grant for disloyalty, and immediately revived, 
restored, and. reconstructed by order of the White 
Pollard, its editor, condescended to an inter¬ 
view, in which he tells the world “the President 
convinced him that he (the President) was the true friend 
of the South. Pollard’s first issue is filled with abuse of I 
Congress, most of whom he regards as the enemies of 
that afflicted people. ” 

By the papers we have, tracked Anna E. Dickinson to 
Wisconsin. The Fon du Lac Commonwealth says of her :

Frederick Douglass, in a letter to a friend in Hobo- 
sn, states that passing through Baltimore last Sunday 
night, on his way to the railroad station, he was recog¬ 
nized, followed, and finally set upon by three assassins, 
hurling a brick, and another ai m i n g a pistol at him.. 
The brick was hurled with great energy, and graced his 
right knee ; but the pistol failed to go off. Friends 
who accompanied him to the station called the ‘ ‘ watch ” 
the pistol was drawn, whereupon the assas- 
le darkness.

in Washington. While peaceable citizens are shot at ii 
the streets, should not those desperate men, “ Stevens, 
Sumner and Wendell Phillips,” on whom suspicion 
heavily rests, be forthwith placed under bonds to keep 
the peace? 

Wisconsin, it would seem, could hardly do less than 
send a Doolittle to represent her in the United States 
Senate. Certainly she could not have done worse from 
representation ; for the Fond du Lac Common¬ 
wealth says of him : “ Doolittle in his speech in reply 
Howe’s first speech on reconstruction, made the 
claim that his views represented more of the people, 
that is two-thirds, of the State of Wisconsin. Howe 
claimed he represented a vast majority of those truly 
loyal. If Doolittle thinks it any merit in him to be 
presenting the Copperheads, and the pure negro-hat- 
_ BepubUcans, let him swagger, for those 
only two classes he does represent We would like to 
the crucial test between the two men submitted to 
the present Legislature.” 

Mr. Wm. Lloyd Garrison delivered a powerful ad¬ 
dress on Tuesday evening, at the Academy of Music, 
Brooklyn, to a large, and toward the close, while review¬ 
ing the course of the President Secretary Seward and 
the New York press, a deeply interested and delighted 
audience. His terrible denunciation (not criticism) of 
President Johnson brought down the house in thunder¬ 
peals of applause and approval. Beecher also 
viewed with fearful severity. If Wendell Phillips chas¬ 
tises Andrew Johnson with whips, Garrison laid 
with thongs of twisted scorpions. If he dreads ‘ ‘ assassi¬ 
nation” at the hands of Phillips, he will surely bind 
Garrison over to keep the peace, or confine him in irons 
within the strongest fortress in the land. The address 
was two hours in the delivery, bnt our readers B h all see 
next week, that it had height and breadth as well 
length, though we cannot promise it alL 

Mr. Theodore Tilton was called out at the close and 
responded in a word as follows :

j Upon the return of the brigade to the field they 
Iquietly held on to their old routine of life and 
maintained to the close of the war the splendid re¬ 
putation they had won at the very outset. 

There were many regiments equal to the Ver¬ 
mont regiments in actual battle, and some that, 
like the 5th New York Vols., not only equalled them 
in fighting qualities, hut greatly surpassed them in 
drill, discipline and appearance on parade. As a 
brigade, however, they were Undoubtedly the best 
in the Army of the Potomac, for they not only 
fought as well as it was possible to fight, but they 
could outmarch with the utmost ease ai ’ ' 

organization in the army. 

It was the intention of the writer only to refer to 
this brigade as furnishing the best type of the 
American soldier, but this article has grown beyond 
its intended limit, and we have therefore not the 
space to examine into the causes of this superiority. 
Two, however, may be briefly stated. First that 
the regiments from Vermont were brigaded 
together. This rule, strange to say, sec mad to 
work well only in regard to the smaller States^ like 
Vermont and New Jersey. Second, the fact that 
Vermont during the first year of the war recruited 
for her regiments and kept them full. Regimental 
and company officers, knowing that their ranks 
would be filled up, discharged men freely, and thus 
managed to get rid of their weak and worthless sol¬ 
diers, For these reasons the Vermonters were 
good men. They were fortunate, moreover, in 
having such commanders as Gen. W. F. Smith, 
and Gen. W. T. H. Brooks. It naturally resulted 
from this combination of circumstances that they 
became a great power in battle, and earned a repu¬ 
tation of which every man and woman in Vermont 
may well be proud. •

Capt. Rufus Choate.—T he death of this young 
gentleman, which occurred lately at the residence 
of E. E. Pratt, Esq., was mentioned in the Journal 
of a recent date. It is bnt fitting and just that the 
public should know somewhat more than that he 
lived and died. He was bom in 1835. He gradu¬ 
ated at Amherst in 1855, and after the usual course 
of reading was admitted to the bar, and was steadi¬ 
ly and rapidly making his way to success, if not 
eminence, in the profession so richly adorned by 
his gifted father. Among the first to volunteer his 
services after the firing upon Fort Sumter, he aban¬ 
doned a lucrative practice and joined the Second 
Massachusetts Regiment, Col. Gordon, with the 
rank of Second Lieutenant. The regiment was 
first with Patterson’s division, and subsequently at 
various points in Virginia, performing much severe 
service. He was with his regiment and participated 
in the hard fought battle of Antietam, and after¬ 
ward at the battle of Cedar Mountain. At the 
commencement of this engagement, he, with three 
other officers, were so ill from the exposures and 
hardships of camp life as to need assistance to the 
field. Of the four he ODly came out alive. It was 
in this battle that the Second Regiment lost half 
its fuff force of officers and rank and file. Im¬ 
mediately afterward he was obliged to go into 
hi wii ta.l, with his health entirely shattered, and 
from that time till his death he has suffered con¬ 
tinuously, and often aoutely, from neuralgic pains 
affecting the whole system. As in his classes at 
school or college he was the life and soul, sparkling 
with wit and sentiment, and to whom learning came 
with almost fatal facility, so in the camp he was the.
